CAPTAIH  EBEKB2KR  JOHHSOH  was  bom  in  Massacheusotts  in  1760  and  went 
to  sea  at  an  early  age  and  was  in  the  privateer  service  during  the  greater 
paid  of  the  American  Revolution,  although  for  a  time  he  acted  as  Deputy 
Commissioner  fox-  the  land  forces.  He  was  in  sixteen  actions  at  sea  and  was 
taken  prisoner  raven  tines*  For  throe  taontiis  ho  was  confined  to  the  prison 
ship  n Jersey «  where  prisoners  were  starved  and  ill-treated  and  only  a  few 
survived.  He  obtained  command  of  a  privateer  and  saw  action  in  the  West 
Indies,  He  was  one  of  tho  defenders  of  How  London  when  it  was  attacked  by 
the  British  under  Benedict  Arnold  Sept  6,1781,  After  the  devolution,  he  * 
abandoned  the  sea  and  settled  in  Walls ,  Vermont,  He  removed  to  Utica, H*Y,, 
in  179b  and  in  1795  to  Casenovia  where  he  built  a  large  brick  house  on  the 
public  square,  which  became  tho  first  tavern  in  the  tarn,  known  as  the 
Jolmson  ifeuso.  About  18X6  he  moved  to  Chautauqua  County  and  later  to  Buffalo
